The district, which has adopted a 
$112,404 budget for the coming 
school year, is “in gocd financial 

“shape” for 1951-52, but added fa- 
cilities needed to cope with growing 
schocl population may call for a tax 
rate above the present $.90 per $100 
assessed valuation by next year. 


A census of the school district, 
to determine what the future en- 
roliment is to be and where the 
children reside, is to be undertak- 
en after the fifteenth of this 

. month, 

Concerning the present undis- 
tributed reserve, Fuller pointed out 
that although adopted as of July 1, 
about $2000 in recent expenses will 
have to be paid out of the $17,500 
figure. 

In addition, since the school will 
be in double session, the district will 
have to hire another custodian 
whose salary for the 10-month per- 

. ied of the 1951-52 school year will 
be 2zbout $2000. . 

If the census reveals too large 
an additional enreilment over that 
previously anticipated, Fuller said, 
it will be necessary to hire an ad- 
ditional teacher at the school. 
Minimum salary for a starting 
teacher is $3000. : 

The census may possibly reveal 
that a large number of prospective 
pupils reside at a distznce from Las 
Lomitas school itself, necessitating 
the purchase of a bus, costing about 
$6000, and the hiring of an addition- 
al bus drver at $2000. 

The district has one bus in oper- 
ation at the present time. - 

If all these needs materialize, Ful- 
ler said, the undistributed reserve 
will be reduced to about $3000 by the 
end cf the current school year. 

Fuller pointed out that, when the 
schoo] clesed in June, it had an av- 
erage daily attendance of about 
460; more than 500 pupils are ex- 
pected to enroll when school opens 
next month, and the proposed cen- 
sus may reveal more.

Income, will be 
supplemented from a $135,818 state 
school fund apportionments, based 
on average daily attendance esti- 
mated at 1500.

Other items of income and esti- 
amounts include balance 
breught forward, $30,227; state 
transportition apportionments, $2.- 
000; additional state apportionments 
based on current growth, $10,000; 
delinquent taxes, $1050; other in- 
come, $1000; and district taxes on 
unsecured property, $5987. 

Majer item ef expenditure will 
be an expected payment of $220,-

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ni Judging by the time it took the state to install traffic 
lights at Valparaiso and Oak Grove avenues, it is none too 
early to start talking to them about the Middle avenue inter- 
section. 


Another problem, the solution of which is more complex, 
is that of the Ravenswood avenue railroad crossing. Already 
the passing of a train can back up automobiles from the cross- 
ing to El Camino Real. 

When Ravenswood becomes the main artery funneling 
traffic between Menlo Park’s central shopping district and 

- the growing Linfield Oaks tract, the problem will 
more acute. ; 

Cutting Willow road through to El Camino under the 
Southern Pacific tracks—a project that seems shelved at the 
moment—might help to ease the situation. It would not solve it. 

The only long-term solution is to eliminate grade crossings 
of the railroad tracks. This must be done either by depressing 
or elevating the level of the tracks. 

Sounds impossible? It has been done in similar situations 
near other cities like San Francisco. It must eventually be 
done here. .

A goodly group of Menlo Park 
parents turned out to last Friday’s 
meeting of the Sequoia high school 
board to hear the “pros” and “cons” 
of whether or not the Menlo-Ather- 
ton high school would be overcrowd- 
ed when it opens in September. 

Since I raised the question before 
my term on the board expired on 
July 1, I attended the meeting to 
present the figures that indicated 
to me this would be so. 

These were taken from a compre- 
hensive report on the building pro- 
grem from the superintendent to 
the board members dated March 7 
of this year. 


This report computed theoreti- 
cal capacity of Menlo-Atherton 
‘at 990, but stated that it was de- 
sirable that there be a surplus of 
20% between the actual enroll- 
ment. and the theoretical capacity. 
Thus the desirable enrollment on 
this basis would be 825. 


The estimated actual enrollment 
of 1019 is 23% per cent in excess of | 
the desirable figure and 3 per cent | 
in excess of theoretical capacity.

Sequoia high school district trus- 
‘tees Friday night reviewed their 
reasons for establishing the pres- 
ent “attendance line” for the Menlo- 
Atherton high school but took no 
ection to move the line south and 
reduce the plant’s enrollment when 
jt opens next month. 

The review was given before a 
sroup of about 20 south county res- 
jdents, headed by Menlo Park Mayor 
and former Sequoia high school dis- 
trict board President harles P. 
Burgess. , 

Citing figures which differed ma- 
terially from those used by the trus- 
tees, Burgess, acting as the delega- 
tion’s spokesm#n, argued that an 
opening enrollment cf 1015 would 
relatively crowd the Menlo-Ather- 
ton school, built for 800 students, 
while Sequcia high schcol would 
have some capacity to spare. 

The trustees maintained that 
there is more space available at 
Menlo-Atherton high school than is 
generzilly realized, in addition to 
recapitulating other reasons for 
leaving the attendance line at its 
present location along Second ave- 
nue and Selby lane. 

A letter submitted to the trus- 
tees at their June meeting had 
suggested moving the line south 
to the northern city limits of Ath- 
erton, as a means of shifting stu- 
dents to Sequoia high school. 

Giving the history of the estab- 
lishment of the Menlo-Atherton 
school, Burgess explained that it was 
originally felt that a high school 
should be built to serve graduates of 
the Las Lomitas, Ravenswood and 
Menlo Park elementary school dis- 
tricts and that such a school should 
have had a capacity of about 600 
students. 

However, when bond issue funds 
became available for construction of 
the plant, it was indicated that a 


school for 800 students should be | lo-Atherton school to avoid crowded 


built. 
URGENT CROWDING 

When established last year, the 
line was north of where he had ex- 
pected it to be, Burgess said, but at 
the time it was agreed to fill the 
new schoo] in view of urgent crowd- 
ing at Sequoia. 

Menlo-Atherton lfigh school, hav- 
ing an “overload safety factor” of 
20 per cent, should therefore have 
a theoretical capavity of about 990 
students, the mayor. pointed out. 

Meanwhile, although Sequoia 
high school has a desirable capac- 
ity of more than 2060 students af- 
ter San Carlos-Belmont opens, it 
will have fewer ctudents than in 
1940, though 12 classrooms have 
been built there since that date. 

“Assuming that Sequoia . high 
school has a desirable enrollment of 
2000 students and Menlo-Atherton 
has a desirable enrollment of 800, 
the latter school will be 27 per cent 
over this figure when it opens in the 
fall, while Sequoia will be only 16.5 
per cent over its desirable enroll- 
ment,” Burgess pointed out. 

The “theoretical capacity” is 20 
per cent greater than the “desirable 
enrollment.” 

1528 AT SEQUOIA . 

“When the San Carlos-Belmont 
high school is opened it will draw 
students from Sequoia but not from 
Menlo-Atherton; there will then be 
enly 1528 students at Sequoia— 
which can handle 2400— and 1200 at 
Menlo Atherton. 

“If the figures now being given 
"are correct, then when we have all 


three schools complete and in opera- . 


‘tion, we will have room for 7100 stu- 
dents with outa fourth high school, 
or enough capacity to meet the an- 
ticipated needs of the 1959-60 school 
vear,” Burgess said. 
“This would sclve lots of problems. 
* “But if our capacity is this high, 
it seems ta me that our building 
program is all wrong, and that we 
should go ahead with construction 
of gymnasiums and other special

“Tf our capacity is not that high, | 
the Menlo-Atherton high schoci is 
overcrowded. 

“Tt is my opinion that the latter is 
the case.” : 

Trustee Ray Winther pointed out | 
that there is “a considerable dis- | 
crepancy” between the capacities of 
the San Carlos-Belmont and Menlo- | 

therton schools. 
600 CAPACITY 

The San Carlos-Belmont plant | 
will have a comfortzble enrollment 
capacity of about 600, Winther said, 
adding that he considered the mat- 
ter an administrative problem 
which, not being a professional ed- | 


ucator, he did not feel competent to 
judge. 

“Thoughts of a gymnasium and 
other units at Menlo-Atherton high 
schocl may materialize sooner if the 
school is filled to capacity,’ he said. 

Trustees added that, if the at- 
tendance Hine were to be changed, 
teachers as well as students would 
have to be shifted, resulting in a 
more limited program at Menlo- 
Atherton. : 

William R. Lawscn of Menlo Park, 
a member of the group of parents 
from the Menlo-Atherton school

Board President Robert Dell’Ergo 
replied that thus far no cne has ask- 
ed to be transferred out of the Men- 


conditions and, in answer to a ques- 
tion by Dr. Kenneth Brown, added 
that the trustees were certain the 
school could easily handle the 1019 
pupils expected to go there in the 
fall. 

School district Superintendent 
Dr. Clyde Ogden said that a 
change in the attendance line 
would mean that about 274 gradu- 
ates of Garfield and Taft schools 
would have to be shifted along 
with 9 teachers.
